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Milk Survey Is 
An Urgent Need 


Gov. Herman Talmadge’s order for 
a survey of the milk situation in Geor- 
gia means a timely approach to a mud- 
dled situation. 

The consumer is saying that the milk 
price is too high; the producer argues 
increased production costs, including 
high feed prices; the distributor talks 
the wage he must pay the truck driver. 
And, at the same time, a headline from 
the outstanding dairy county in the 
state reads: Milk Surplus Gives Dairy- 
men Headache. 

The headline prefaces a story in The 
Eatonton Messenger reporting that Man- 
ager Allen Marshall of the Eatonton 
Cooperative Creamery has written to 
his producers admitting that the milk 
outlook is discouraging. Mr. Marshall 
savs the Georgia market is glutted and 
no one is sure whether the condition is 
temporary or permanent. Some say 
frost will take care of the situation, 
others say the rapid growth of the dairy 
industry is showing results. 

Dairy experts, the Eatonton story 
gays, agree that the industry is getting 
more and more complex. All agree 
that as times become more settled, the 
prices of milk will come down. They 
sav when that happens the dairymen 
with good cows, good pastures and 
plenty of home-grown feed will be able 
to ride out the fall. The others may 
fail. 

Mr. Marshall got at the heart of the 
natter when. he advised that if a man 
is shipping the creamery people 100 
gallons a dav, the creamery doesnt 
Want more milk. But they would like 
to see him ship 100 gallons from half 
as many cows, thus cutting his produc- 
tion cost and Increasing his profit. 

That is another way of stating The 
Constitution’s position on the produc- 
tion cost as a price-determining factor. 
The price must be fair to the consumer 

nd to the producer—but to the pro- 
ducer who knows how to run a dairy. 
As long as the price is pegged at the 
highest production cost, the consumer 
suffers, the efficient producer makes a 
killing and the marginal producer 
merely ekes out a living. 

Better cows, better pastures, better 
methods are the ways to a profitable 
Grade A milk business in Georgia. 

The governor’s order includes a sur- 
vev of the use of powdered and con- 
densed milk. We assume his thought is 
that if Georgians are consuming a large 
amount of each, then we would profit 
from building plants of our own to con- 
vert milk into its by-products. That 
means an expanded market for Grade B 
milk. 

We're for that, too, but before that 
¢an happen we need a Department of 
Agriculture with a mind open to the 
truth about milk by-products. 

We welcome the governor’s order for 
an audit. We'll get somewhere on the 
milk problem when we deal with facts. 
If the survey is thorough and impartial, 
it will produce them.

Emerged Victorious 


Heroism and patriotism are not 
things of the past. Courage and defi- 
ance of death in defense of principles 
still survive in brave hearts who know 
there are worse things than merely to 
die—betrayval of one’s comrades and 
one’s conscience being among them, 

The story was told in all its tragic 
implications in the world forum of the 
United Nations Monday—how Georgia’s 
and Decatur’s Lt. James Stanley made 
a pact with three of his Air Force fellow 
officers that they would die before ad- 
mitting germ warfare charges. Eight 
times he faced death and eight times he 
emerged victorious. For four months 
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he was tortured and tormented with all 
the evil devices that Moscow and Pei- 
ping have been able to contrive. 

Where he survived, others. fell. 
Many died and a few others could not 
withstand the treatment that condemns 
the Red captors before the whole of his- 
tory as beasts of the jungle. 

Dr. Charles W. Mayo of the Mayo 
Clinic. a U.S. delegate to the U.N. un- 
folded the story: “They (the tortures) 
are calculated to disintegrate the mind of 
an intelligent victim, to distort his sense 
of values to a point where he will not 
simply cry out ‘I did it’ but will become a 
seemingly willing accomplice to the 
complete destruction of his integrity 
and the production of an elaborate fic- 
tion. The total picture is one of 
human beings reduced to a status lower 
than that of animals; filthy, full of 
lice, festered wounds full of maggots; 
their sickness regulated to a point just 
short of death. ...” 

Lt. Stanley matched strength with 
his captors and with courage they could 
not equal won a great victory for all of 
mankind. We rejoice that an 
American and even more so that he is 
a Georgian.

EDC Cannot Be Strong 


Without West Germany 


The more one examines the facts the 
more important the integration of West- 
ern Germany into the European defense 
picture becomes. In addition to the fact 
that no permanent European Defense 
Community can be built without Ger- 
man participation, West Europe’s eco- 
nomic capacities as presently constituted 
Cannot support an adequate effort. 

One of the big troubles, of course, 
is France. Her cumbersome and un- 
workable economic policies make it im- 
possible for her to become solvent. In- 
tricate price supports, cartels, pensions, 
sitdowns and involved and difficult gov- 
ernment paternalism are isolating her 
economically. Without American aid 
her shaky economy would have col- 
lapsed long ago. 

American aid programs prevented 
the collapse of France and much of the 
rest of Western Europe. But it has not 
cured the basic illnesses of unsound 
monetary and commercial policies that 
hold these countries in economic bond- 
age. On top of these unsound economic 
conditions, the rearmament program 
was undertaken. This military struc- 
ture has been and still is supported 
largely by the American taxpayer. 

This situation will continue to exist 
unless the rearmament program Is aban- 
doned and unless Germany is_ inte- 
grated—militarily and economically— 
into the Western European community. 
Her economic resources and her man- 
power are the only hopes for America 
to escape the crushing burden of sup- 
porting the military defense of the con- 
tinent. Her economic power and the 
breaking down of trade barriers and 
antiquated economic crutches are abso- 
lutely fundamental to establishment of 
a stable Western Europe.

Tech and Georgia 
Get New Libraries 


The rivalry between Tech and Georgia 
Is one of those things that adds consider- 
able zest to fhe life of our state. It reaches 
its greatest expression on the gridiron, but 
iti is present in some de- 
greethroughout the 
year and throughout the 
lives of the schools’ 
alumni. 
It is considered a 
Sign of unusual toler- 
ance for a graduate of 
the Athens school to 
back Tech in even its 
intersectional games, 
and the Tech alumnus 
who doesn’t yell ‘‘To 
hell with Georgia’”’ like his daddy used to 
do is a very broad man indeed. 

This healthy partisanship has meant a 
great deal to each school, for competition 
keeps education as lively as it does trade. 

The rivalry will be forgotten—or maybe 
it will be intensified—when the two schools 
dedicate their new libraries at continuous 
ceremonies, Noy. 19-21. 

The program is as joint as it ean be 
made. The announcement of the dedication 
comes from the presidents of both schools. 
It will begin in Athens, which is proper, for 
the University of Georgia is the senior of 
the two. The ceremonies are under the 
dual supervision of Mrs. J. Henley Crosland, 
director of libraries at Tech: and W. P, 
Kellam, who has the same job at Georgia. 

Comparatively, the two buildings are 
fairly equal. Nobody can get their nose out 
of joint there. Each cost approximately 
$2,000,000. The Athens library will have 
room for around 600,000 books. while the 
Tech one can accommodate 450,000. Tech’s, 
naturally, will be a cradle of science, while 
Georgia's will be more on the order of all 
things to all men. Among the brightest 
jewels of the Athens library is the famous 
DeRenne Collection of-Georgiana, which in- 
cludes the original Constitution of the Con- 
federate States. Tech's architecture will be 
contemporary, as befits a school that trains 
architects, while Georgia’s will be modified 
colonial, a term that well describes several 
aspects of that-venerable school. 

Each bears a fine Georgia name. The 
Athens library is named after Mrs. Ilah 
Dunlap Little, the widow of a distinguished 
Atlanta jurist. Her will left a good round 
sum. toward the building. The Tech library 
is named for the late Justice Price Gilbert 
of the Supreme Court of Georgia. During 
his life, Judge Gilbert made Tech a gift 
that enabled the Start planning 
the Judge Gilbert, incidentally, 
loved each school. A gift of his to the 
university in Athens made possible the stu- 
dent infirmary there. 

The dates Nov. 19-21 are significant ones 
in Georgia. Libraries, after all, are more 
important to schools than anything except 
good teachers. Each of the two units of the 
State university system was given a fine 
stadium by its athletic association long be- 
fore the taxpayers found it fitting to endow 
them with suitable libraries. 
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building. 


It may be the beginning of an intellec- 
tual, as well as an athletic rivalry. That is, 
if either institution will admit the other is 
able to compete.

Cattlemen Sing 
Different Tune 


WASHINGTON--To a long-time observer 
of ‘‘marches on Washington’’ and political 
‘“‘revolts’’ by one group or another of our 
society, the invasion of the capital this week 
by over 300 cattlemen from the West and 
South offered interesting and perhaps Sig- 
nificant contrasts. 

These weren't the clearly down-at-heel, 
inarticulate visitors from our agricultural 
domain of many years 
back who descended 
upon Washington in the 
late 1920's and early 
1930's, or who milled 
angrily about the Re- 
publican national con- 
ventions in both 1928 
and 1932, before and aft- 
er the depression struck 
that had its roots in cu- 
mulative farm distress. 

, Nor was there the 
forlorn and despairing mood that pervaded 
the much larger hosts of an entirely differ- 
ent economic strata—the so-called ‘‘bonus 
army” of unemploved war veterans who 
converged here in jalopies and boxcars in 
1932 and camped about the Capitol in the 
effort to get Congress to vote them a cash 
bonus. 

No—the men who came here this week, 
when you observed them in earnest con- 
ference assembled, plainly were men of 
some substance who know their way about 
the American economy and American poli- 
tics. Except for the ruddy, weathered look 
they acquired from exposure to the ele- 
ments in the plains and high plateaus where 
they live, they might have been a group 
of businessmen such as you see assembled 
most anywhere in meetings of Rotary or 
Kiwanis clubs, or chambers of commerce, 
and the like, 

They are capitalists—if some are such 
on a modest scale—in our free enterprise 
system. You had the feeling, in fact, that 
you were watching a middle-class revolt as 
you sized them up and listened to them as 
they raised their voices in complaint to 
Secretary of Agriculture Benson and his top 
command in the Agriculture Department 
auditorium. 

The open rebellion by this cross-section 
of our catule industry reveals much about 
what has happened among us in the last 
several years and reflects the impact of 
organization of economic groups upon our 
politics, as well as upon our progress and 
our prosperity.

receive is fabulous. On my left a few min- 
utes ago sat a truck driver. He drew down 
$1,400 a month. 

The man on my right is a giant carpen- 
ter from Colorado. In the past six months, 
he said, he has saved more money than he 
could have saved in 10 years at home. He's 
saved more, he said, than he had in his 
whole married life before. 

The military are folks like you and me. 
They hate long months away from home. 
They complain of isolation, of too much 
work, they get homesick and dissatisfied. 
The construction men are a different breed. 
They hunt the hard jobs, in the far places, 
where the wages are high. 

The big job in the North is done. They 
are headed now for other big ones to Spain, 
to Africa, to Korea, and Turkey. They are 
not adventurous men. They get no thrill 
from travel, no joy in seeing strange lands 
and different peoples. They want that cash, 
and to get it, they’ll go to the ends of the 
earth. | 

And with their skill, their driving urge 
to work, to build, I think perhaps they may 
be the best ambassadors that we could send 
abroad.

Bad TV Sets 
Feared Spur 
To Epilepsy

the Southern Medical Assn. was. 
told yesterday. 

Dr. Samuel] C. Little of the Medi-, 
cal College of Alabama said he 
believes an attack in one of his 
patients was induced by listening! 
to a ‘“‘hill-billy’’ jam session. 

And he declared that another, 
physician, Dr. S. Livingston, ‘‘has| 
recently described three patients 
whose seizures appeared to be pre- 
Cipitated by watching television.”’ 

Concerning the latter, Dr. Little 
told the SMA’s Aith annual meet-: 
ing: 

“The actual precipitating factor 
in these cases was presumed to 
be the flickering of the television 
screen during a period of receiver 
malfunction.” 

He said cases of presumed mu- 
Sic-induced epilepsy — called ‘‘mu- 
sciogenic’’ — have been reported 
by two other researchers. And, 
While scientific proof remains to be 
established, he added, it seems 
possible that music can ‘‘trigger’’ 
an epileptic seizure in certain 
cases, because it’s already known 
that ‘‘hallucinations’’ of music can 
do so.

Scouting is stern and exacting, 
possibly the most important job in 
football today. The way it is han- 
died one Saturday can win or lose 
the scout’s team’s game the next 
Saturday.

A member of the Georgia Public Service Commission has 
charged a number of railroads operating in the South and the 
Interstate Commerce Commission with making a ‘‘serious 
blunder.”’ 

Commissioner Walter R. McDonald leveled this criticism 
vesterday when it was learned that the ICC had approved rail- 
road requests to charge passengers 25 cents for each piece of 
hand luggage checked and 50 cents for each trunk. This decision 
reversed the long-time railway practice of checking a reasonable 
amount of baggage free.on each ticket, and a railway spokesman 
said most roads operating in and out of Atlanta would be af- 
fected. 

McDonald said the state Public Service Commission has 
fought this baggage charge proposal vigorously on the grounds 
that it won’t amount to anything in revenue and, on the con- 
trary, will drive business from the railroads which are operating 
at continuing losses on passenger service. 

The chairman of the Southern Passenger Association, M. B. 
Duggan, said the railroads are confident the baggage service 
charge will mean increased revenues. He added it would be sev- 
eral weeks before it goes into effect. 

The baggage service charge would be applied to all luggage 
checked with the railraad for passengers traveling beyond the 
state lines. There would be no charge to passengers carrying 
their own luggage or to those checking luggage that would not go 
out of the state. Duggan anticipated that persons traveling out of 
state would carry more of their own luggage, and said the ma- 
jority of the railroads here would institute the service charge. 

McDonald, however, said 40 per cent of the passenger-carry- 
ing railroads in the South had refused to join in the publication 
of the baggage service charge tariff. 

The ICC ruling itself reversed a previous decision of a three- 
man commission which was based on the long-time railroad prac- 
tice of checking a reasonable amount of baggage free on each 
ticket. 

Reviewing this decision, a majority of the full commission 
held that the free-checking privilege had been established at a

Perner pointed out that the bill 
could easily be adjusted to in- 
clude state, county and city tax 
receipts and said, ‘This would be 
invaluable to municipalities which 
now have no positive way of 
getting to every automobile 
owner.’’ 

The bill (House Bill 299) is up 
for consideration when the legis- 
lature convenes Nov. 16. 


STATEMENT 


The measure states: ‘“‘the state 
revenue commissioner or other of- 
ficer who may hereafter 
he charged with selling and de- 
livering license tags for motor ve- 
hicles shall require the applicant 
io present certificate showing pay- 
ment of all ad valorem taxes to 
the state and county for the previ- 
ous year on such vehicle.’

Recounting the achievements of 
U.N. to date, McGill noted its hu- 
manitarian activities in resettling 
war refugees and displaced per- 
gons, saving the lives of manv of 
the world’s children, preventing 
epidemics, and improving health 
in many backward areas.

He told of a village in India 
where the whole population used 
a single well for both washing 
and drinking, pouring dirty water 
pack into it after use, resulting 
in cholera and other diseases. This, 
he said, stopped when a U.N.
